In fect, in the eyes of the ancient Greeks, all 

four subjects — arithmetic, geometry, music and astrononyy 
were mathematical. The Greeks referred to arithmetic

The Greeks were intrigued by the ways that numerical 
properties gave them insight into underlying structures, For 
example, they discovered a connection between number and 


pitch in music. For stringed instruments, the ratia of the pitch 


frequencies in a musical interval is related to the ratio of the 
length of the strings plucked, As such, music was considered 
to be number in time. Numbers were considered so special 
that it is claimed that a sect of Pythagoreans declared “all is 
number” and tried to base everything on number ora ratio 
of whole numbers, Mathematics is what brought wisdom;

The Enlightenment myth is no longer the most dominant 
worldview in our postmodern world Wihule we may more 
fully recognize the limits of mathematics today, it remains 

a powerful discipline, One of the fascinating aspects of 
stidving mathematics is seeing its abundant applications, 
from Modeling ecosystems to developing internet search 
eopines, If is sah that we we in the Age of Big Data. This 
phrase captures the fect that, with the help of technology and 
mathematical models, there are many new opportunities to 
use numerical structures to gain insights into our world. 


But we must take care not to reduce the complexiry of the 
created order. Mathematical models are pot neutral and are 


Cathy ONeil'’s popular book Weapons of Math Destruction 
highlights episodes involving mathematical models, in the 
form of algorithms, which have damaging effects, often on 
Yulnerabh: populations, O'Neil motes that tiaese damages 
can occur when the mathematical model is treated as more 
objective than other ways of knowing.

The literal arts tradition, armed with Reformed Christian

Dr. Ben Faber considers the 
g value of teaching literature. 


OH, THE HUMANITIES! 


EING A PROFESSOR of Englishis 
a tough gig these days. When mainstream 
media are ridiculing the travesty of higher 
education, the English prof is an easy target. 
What could be more irrelevant to the needs 
of society today than the humanities? What could 
be more impractical for the solutions of current 
@lobal crises than departments of cultural studies? 
And what coukl be more ideologically harmful to 
young Canadians than those postmodernist 
professors of literature? 


And that’s faust the mainstream media. In Christian 
circles, the English professor represents all that has 
pone wrong in Western society. “Deconstruction” 
gtards for the widespread practice of destroying all 
that is valuable in a culture shaped by Juedino- 
Christian values. lf you're looking for the 

bogey men and -women of postmodemism, you 
need only walk through an English department. 


I'm telling you: being an English professor is a 
tough gig these days, 


THE ATWOOD EFFECT 


At the same time, however, literature’s stock could 
not be higher on the exchange — thanks to 
Margaret Atwood. Calling the TV adaptation of 


Atwood's 1955 novel The Handmaid's Tole a hit is an 
understatement. The show has garmered mumerous 
Exunys and Golden Globes, The handiaid’s ted 
cloak and white hood have become a ubiquitous 
SyTMEH Of WOMENS OPPression and a silent protest 
for women's reprostuctive rights around the world. 
Noone can deny that Atwoods novel has shaped the 
nature of political dissent in the public square today 


oO, Thaytne literature does have nelewiunice. Maybe we 
sheild pay closer attention to Atwood's dystopian 
vision. Maybe Christians should look closely at 
Atwoods recasting of Hagar, of Puritan New 
England and of the record of patriarchy in the West. 
Perhaps we could use an English professor to show 
us how writers influence the way we see the world. 


IS SHAKESPEARE RELEVANT?

My problem, however, is that i don't usually teach 
Atwood. | teach Shakespeare and Milton. [f the 
humanities already have isawes of relevance and 
practicality, imagine how hard it isto justify 
assigning the literature of the 16th and a7th 
centuries, As cultural anthropologists, perhaps, we 
eould use the plays and poems of Shakespeare and 
Milton a¢ a record of the way things were about 
300 years ago, The major literary works of the past 
could help Ls trace the ancestry af ideas and 
practices that we have today, But that sort of 
approach could turn into a form of cultural 
nostalgia, a hankering after the glory days of 
Western civilization. We don't want to be guiley 
ofa naive historical idealization of the past nor 

be uncritically infatuated with the English 

literary tradition. 


We might justify reading Renaissance literapure 
ees ea Shakespeare and Milton's works amborly. 
across time and place, the archetypes of human 
consciousness. Shakespeare and Milton are not of 
an age, said writer Ben fonson of Shakespeare in 
162%, bart for all tine. When Shakespeare takes a 
universal human experience and gives it a local 
habitation and a name, he is expressing something 
that we all recognize to be deeply truce. Shakespeare s 
plays continue te be performed, in the Globe Theatre 
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and around the world, because they are mote about 
humanity than they are about Elizabethan England. 
The form and content of his plays express 
archetypes that can be translated into any language 
and context. Agel when Milton narrates the biblical 
story of creation and the fall in Porndise Lost, he is 
reviving a profound reality that every human being 
Pec res amet 2X DEP enCes a5 Cue. 


READING THE PAST, 
READING THE PRESENT 


Above ana beyond real ing literature for insight 5. 
inte the past or for its archetypes, [ believe that the 
value of Shakespeare and Milton lies more in the 
way that their writing teaches the reader to think 
about his or her place in the present, As. S. Lewis 
noted in An Experiment in Criticism, the pose reader 
does not seek to escape from the present through 
the imagination. Instead, the good reader stands 
on the shoulders of writers from the past in order 
fo pan a better perspective on his of her world, In 
other words, the act of reading 15 always in the 
present tense, even wien we read literature written 
in the distant past. Por instance, when we 
experence pity and fear for a character that we see 
on stage, that feeling of empathy is in the presen 
moment, even though the character fram ancient 
Roman history is in a play written in the early 
1600s. [n this regard, reading a play by 
Shakespeare or a poem by Milton is always a 
present action mot 4 re-enactment of a past event. 


A fine Wustration of reading the present through 
works of the past is two major productions of 
Shakespeare, Timon of Athens and Coriolanus, 
that ran recently at the Strattord Festival, Beth 
are tragedies set in the classical world of Athens 
and Rorme, Ve soe the same in Western 
University’s production this summer of Milton's 
poctic drama about Samson, Samson Agonistes, 
set Lit biblical Philistia. 


TIMON OF ATHENS ANE 
FINANCIAL CRISIS

The Stratford production of Timon of Athens last 
year was widely recognized asa triumph, Scholars 
are net completely certain about the dating of this 
play but they agree that Shakespeare wrote it 
around the time of his other major tragedies King 
Lear and Macbeth, Despite being numbered among 
Shakespeare's great tragedies, Timon of Athens is 
usually overlooked in high school English curricula 
and rarely included in university courses on 
Shakespeare, And yet it has proved popular with 
contemporary audiences in North America and 
Britain in the past decade. Simon Russell Beales 
acclaimed performance of Timon with London's 
National Theatre in 2012 was later broadcast 
around the world and in Cineplex theatres across 
Canada. The Stratford Festival produced the play in 
its 2007 season, also with much success. 


Audiences are introduced to Timon of Athens 6 a 
wealthy nobleman, who is overly generous in 
treating his friends and followers with expensive 
gifts and lavish dinners. By the beginning of Act z, 
however, the audience learns from Timon's steward 
that the excessive penerosity has put Timon deeply 
in debe with unforgiving creditors. By Act 3, Timon 
has fallen from the height of Athenian society to 
selPbanishmvent from human contact. His 
erstwhile friends have abandoned him te his 
misery. Throughout Act 4, Timon embodies the 
spirit of misanthropy, hating mankind and cursing 
all whe encounter him, At the end of Act 5, there is 
nothing left to Timon but bitterness.and gall. 


The Stratford production, similar to the National 
Theatre production, set the play in the present: 
iPhones and selfies, laptops and spreadsheets, 
Beyoncé and night clubbing. The mythology of the 
playis still very much ancient Greece and the 
language is Shakespearean, but the setting of the 
play is Bay Street and the mood is 2018. Yes, this 
play is a persuasive articulation of the universal 
theme of riches to rags. And, yes, this play tells us 
much about anxieties regarding social mobility — 
especially downward — of Shakespeare's London 
audience in the time of King James. But it also 
gives an audience today a place to confront its 
own notions of wealth and philanthropy, money 
and charity, friendship and responsibility. Today, 
you cannot ste the video of this production of 
Thon of Athens without reflecting on the financial 
crisis of 2008. 


CELEBRITY 10 POLITICIAN 
IN CORIOLANUS 


Vell, if Timon of Athens wasn't relevant enowgh for 
you, then this season's production of Coriolanus 
certainly would have been. Whereas Shakespeare's 
mast Familiar Roman play, Julius Caesar, is set in the 
imperial era of Rome, Cortolanus is set in Rome 
during the Republic. In other words, the political 
structure of Rome in this play aligns a little better 
with the democratic institutions we have in the 
West than dows the politics of Julius Caesar. 


Shakespeare's Coriolanus is a complicated 
character. He is a highly decorated war vet who is 
persuaded by hus mother, together with some 
politicos, to take on the high position of consul, 
Because Coriolanus is a soldier, he canne easily 
play the part of the politician nor modify his 
cheteric to curry favour with the common people. 
By the end of Act 3, Corbolanus the war hero is no 
longer welcome in Rome and he defeets to his arch 
enemy, Auficins, Because of his conflicted loyalties 
— to himself, to his mother, to Rome, to his band of 
brothers-in-arms — Cortolamus dies at the end of 
the play without having achieved the sorial good of 
peace and prosperity for Rome. 


Like Last year's Tinton of Athens, this production of 
Coriolanus is set in the modern eta with 
unimistikable contemporary visual allusions: 
Uplate: from the war with the Volecian rebels take 
the form of CNN reporting and semtries exchange 
Shakespearean [ext massages, projected on a 
screen for the aucience to see. The form and 
content of this production force the audience to 
experience the Roman culture and hear the 
Shakespearean language from the vantage point of 
the present. na 2018 book on Shakespeare's 
politics, Stephen Greenblatt describes Coriolanus as 
2 personal tragedy for the protagonist but asa 
political victory for the city that narrowly avoided 
choosing a tyrant to represent them.

with our conflicted thoughts about Donald Trump 
in. mind, 


SAMSON AS A SUICIDE BOMBER? 


[n 1671, John Milton published a poetic drama 
about Samson. Rather than writing a five-act play 
abawt the rise and fall of this biblical hero, Milton 
chene the final act of Sameon's life as the subject 
of the work — the killing of the Philistines in the 
temple of Dagon. By this point in his career, 
Milton had become completely blind. The 
parliamentary poliical cause he championed 
througheut his life was defeated when King 
Charles Ul was restoted to the monarchy, The Popes 
of Puritan reformers in England were dashed with 
the restoration of a king who was sympathetic to 
Catholicism. It's tempting to read Milton's final 
work a¢ an allegorical autobiography of sorts: 
Milton as the blind prophet, wreaking vengeance 
on his and God's enemies, 


Shortly after the 9/11 attacks occurred, ome of the 
leading Milton scholars drew a connection between 
suicide bombers and Milton's characterization of 
the biblical Figure Samson, John Carey Slipgested 
that we could no longer read Milton's dramatic 
poem about Sameon in the same way. From now 
on, we must read Milton's Samson as a type of 
religious terrorist, This summer's production of 
Milton's Samson Agonistes at Western University in 
London, Omnt,, for example, set the play in 
Guantanamo Bay, Conference presentations, 
scholarly articles and chapters in books have 
worried over the suggestion that comtemporary 
events change the meaning of historical texts. 


Carey's 2002 article in the Times Literary 
Supplement in effect asked readers of Milton to do 
what Stratford productions of Shakespeare have 
done. The historical context, including the relevant 
aspects of Milton's own life and career, certainly 
has a place in our understanding of his work. The 
universal themes that emerge from the words of 
Samson, who is neither a classical Greek 

tragic hero nora Christian warlaring saint, 
ceTtainly bear teasing out. But the real question for 
the reader is: how does the merging of Milton's 
historical horizon with the universal truths that | 
encounter through this character make me see the 
world thar linhabit ina clearer way?

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THIS SUMMER, 
REDEEMER launched a one- 

week intensive research fellowship 

fer high school siuadtents interested 

in the sciences, The fellowship anid 

its participants demonstrate that 
Christians can be serious contributors 
to the sciences, After reading through 
hearly jo applications for the new 
fellowship, 16 Grade tiand Grade 12 
students from all ower Canada were 
invited to participate. Mentored by 
faculty members, students were given 
access te labs and equipment te work on 
real-world research questions. 


There were two research streams: first, a 
health science, kinesiology and biology 
ream and, second, aA chemist ry and 
envirarnmerrtal Schr! Streak. Al the 
start of August, the streams spent a 
week hypothesizing, measuring amd 
considering the role that faith plays in 
their research. 


The health science, kinesiology and 
biology stream researched with Dr. 
Kristina Durham, focusing on the 
resnenses of the body during exercise, 
Students in the stream, divided 

into two Rroups, ised the exercise 
machines and meas ring mui pment 

in Reteemer's kinesiology lab to tackle 
their respective research questions. One 
croup researched haw psychological

stimiull — like audbo and visual effects — impact 
exercise. Were there surroundings or distractions 
that warubd hiner or Lmiprove al PSM Ss @XETCIse 
performance? The student researchers found 

that comfortable, enjoyable settings improved 
athletic ability and performance. The other growp 
hypothesized that a natural source of electrolytes, 
like watermelon, would improve exercise 
performance more than 4 processed source of 
electrolytes, like Gatorade, They were surprised to 
find that both sowrces of electrolytes — natural and 
precessed — had the same effect on performance. 


students tn the chemistry and environmental 
sclonce stream monitored water quality in a local 
watershed. They hiked to the water's sources 

and gathered samples with Dr. Darren Brouwer 
and Dr. Edward Berkelaar, One group used a 
newly acquired DNA amplifier te track bacterial 
sources and prove that some of the problems 
facing Hamilton's watersheds are a direct result 

of untreated sewage from homes entering 

the watersheds. There is evidence, the group 
concluded, of crass-contamination of sewage in the 
watershed, contributing to high levels of bacteria 
that impact environmental health. The second 
growp looked at the water quality of Hamilton's 
Cootes Paradise, where work is currently being 
done to restore the watershed back to its original 
environmental state. Seudents took measurements 
in the field and sourced samples from waterfalls 
dong the escarpment. In the lab, they measured 
for bacteria and for nutrient levels in the samples. 
[n the end, the students concluded that the 
Chedoke watershed does not yet meet the set 
health stancards anal repli res more work to reduce 
sewage Contamination and restore water quality, 


Ezekiel, a Grade 11 student in the chemistry 
stream, says the fellowship was the highlight of 
his summer, “It provided me,” he reflects, “witha 
Unique opportunity to experience and participate 
ina research environment, to meet people actively 
researching in various felds and to find a body of 
pede who shared interests, falth and alove of

learning with me. 


The students connected through their research, 
by staying together on campus for the week and 
by travelling te downtown Hamilton and Niagara 
Falls for field trips. A few of Redeemer's science 
alumni came to share their hands-on research 


experience and how that experience has prepared 
them for the careers they are now pursuing. Many 
of the high school students took the opportunity 
to ask questions and learn more about the steps 
involved in pursuing careers in STEM flelds. 

“This experience was an awesome opportunity 
for me,” says Laura, a Grade 11 student in the 
health science, Kinesiology and biology SETGain, 
“since | have never studied science in a Christian 
environment before.” Though she had not initially 
intended on attending a Christian university, she 
now considers it a future possibility, 


By the end of the week, students had prepared 
detailed reports, charts and praphs to be shared at a 
closing reception. Students were excited to present 
their work and share the week's experiences 

with their Parents, peers and some of Redeemer’s 
facwllty, Avery, a Grade 12 student, participated in 
the research fellowship as a first step to learning 
more about what it means to be a Christian in the 
medical field. “The way the students, faculty and 
ather researchers interacted with one another 
created an amazing community centred around 
cur towe for Christ and our passion for the 
sciences,” she gays. “learned so much in such a 
shart amount of time.”

I HAD THE amazing opportunity to study abroad in Jordan fora 
term with BestSemester's Middle East Smudies Program. Being immersed. 
ina different culture, language and religion was a fantastic experience. 
We took courses on conflict and change in [stael and Palestine, Islamic 
thought and practice, Muslim people and cultures and the Arabic 
language. We visited the old Roman citadel and amphitheatre in Amman 
as well as the old Roman city tn Jerash, We visited Madaba and saw many 
ancient mosaics, explored Mount Nebo (the place from which Moses 
saw the Holy Land), and dipped our toes in the Jordan River at the site of 
Jesus’ baptism. We visited Petra, one of the seven wonders of the world, 
which ts featured in the film Indiana lanes and the Lost Crusade! 


On February 14, we left for our two-week trip to [stael ard Palestine. We 
listened to no less than 30 speakers. We were also able to stay with both 
Jewish and Palestinian families. The trip was an amazing opportunity to 
see so many biblical sites and hear a wide vaniety of perspectives on the 
areas ongoing conflict. 


[eame away from this experience with a heavy heart for the people of 
this land and a deep sadness as | saw the conflict played our daily in

“Theatre is ane of the few places in our 
culture where we show up with a bunch 
of people from different walks of life to 
be in the same room fogether, without 
looking at our phonesor talking over 
each other,” Craig says. “Theatre is 
inherently countercultural. For me, as 
a person of faith, it is really important 
to ground myselfin work that's as 
countercultural as the gospel tells 

us to be,” 


Craig is atheatre director a 
founder of the company Same 
Boat Theatre, based in Hamilt 
Ont. Inspired by his Christian faith; 
am empowe#ed by his education al 
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Redeemer, Craig strives to have all 
aspects of his work reflect his values, 
whether it be the big decisions he 
makes about what stories he directs or 
the smaller everyday choices, like the 
structure of a budget or how he runs 

a rehearsal. 


Your Own Sons, Craig's recent show, is 
no exception. Same Boat Theatre ran 
Your Own Sons, written by Hamilton 
playwright Stephen Near, this past 
April. The show centres on two parents 
who lose their sons to the conflict with 
ISIS in [rag and Syria. Inspired by the 
true events of the radicalization of 
Christianne Boudreau's son inte [S15 
and the murder of Canadian soldier 
Cpl. Nathan Cirillo at the National War 
Memorial in Ottawa, Your Own Sons 
follows the lives of fictionalized parents 
Pauline and Dan. The play picks up 

as both parents search for answers. 
Pauline’s son is cravelling overseas to 
fight for ISLS while Dan's son is joining 
the Canadian Forces. 


The play received positive reviews for its expert storytelling, for 
addressing the contentious issue of homegrown radicalization and 

for Craig's contributions as director, “This arresting piece of theatre is 
buoyed substantially by Aaron Joel Craig's stunning direction. Simple, 
but effective lighting, a few pieces of furniture expertly moved about 
the Pearl Company's tiny performance space, is supported by haunting 
use of film that enhances the play's language,” wrote Gary Smith of 
The Hamilton Spectator. “Your Own Sons has something to say to every 
one of us." 


“A lot of my work is about finding truth and hope in places where 

it isn't easy te find,” Craig explains. "I think it’s really easy for us, 
culturally, to see all the things that are wrong and hard in the world 
and say, That's just how it is” If] can bring someone into the theatre 
for an hour or two and say, ‘Maybe it doesn't have to be that way, then I 
am doing work that's worthwhile.” 


Craig chose to present Your Own Sons “because, at its core, the piece 
is more about how these two boys were the same than how they're 
different.” he continues. “I think that in our increasingly partisan 
world, that’s a radical thing te say.” 


Craig credits his education at Redeemer with preparing him to create 
independent theatre. Graduating from the theatre performance 
program in 2010, he gained experience in every aspect of theatre 
production. “1 learned how to work onstage, but also got to learn how 
to hang lights, write music and design sound for the stage — basically 
every aspect of putting a show together!” Craig recounts. “This gave 
mea really good footing for a life in independent theatre.” Outside 

af clacs, he could be found in rehearsal for Redeemer’s mainstage 
plays. He was.a part of nine shows during his time at Redeemer. Since 
graduating, he has spent the majority of his career working with 
playwrights as they develop new work. 


Craig continues to work with the Hamilton arts community to tell 
stories that are a light in the darkness, helping us to see with fresh 
eyes the ways God is at work in the world. This fall, Craig is directing 
Test, a LARP-inspired play, with Same Boat Theatre. In the new year, 
he will help produce the Frosthites Festival with the Hamilton Fringe 
ALERT program. it

DE. RODNEY DEKOTER hasalways 
been fascinated by the immune system. “It has 
incredible complexity and intricate machinery,” he 
says. Tome, that complexity speaks of a God that 
cares for the tiny details,” 


DeKoter, a professor in the Department of 
Microbiology & Immunology at Western 
University, is unravelling the mechanisms that 
regulate our immune systems development. In 
particular, he is studying the mistakes in genetic 
code, known a¢ mutations, that can lead te 
leukemia. The goal of his studies is te seek owt the 
mechanisms that explain the mutation process. 
Dr. DeKoter’s research is funded by the Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society of Canada, Canadian Institutes 
of Health Research (CIHR) and Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council (NSERC). This 
important cancer research and the knowledge 

Dr. DeKoter uncovers will lead other scientists to 
develop the next generation of anti-cancer drugs. 


For Rod, his work is tough, yet rewarding. 
“Academic work is not easy” he explains. 
“Professors, of course, know this but it is hard 

for others to understand when they ste us sitting 
in comfortable chairs and well-equipped offices. 
When you are a scientist, there is constant failure 
— experiments dont work, grant funding ts 
denied, papers are repected.” 


Small successes are also constant, “T love seeing 
SUCCESS in my trainees — when they are accepted 
te a school of thelr choice, when they get a good 
job or when they win a prestigious scholarship,”

DeKoter continues, “I love participating in the Leukemia & 
Lymphoma Society of Canada’s Light the Night walk, during 
which | meet leukemia patients and their families and see the 
people whose lives will be impacted by my research. 


DeKoter began working towards a career in medicine and 
research at Redeemer. “[t will come as no surprise that | bowed 
my biology and chemistry classes with Dr. Jitse van der Meer 
and Dy, Henry Browwer. | did an independent microbiology 
study where | worked closely with Prof. Ron van der Heiden 
and | loved every minwte of it!" Outside of his classes, 
DeKoter played keyboard in the band Maximum Entropy, “We 
practiced for three years and did one culminating concert,” 
DeKoter recalls. “It was a highlight of my years at Redeemer!” 


During his summer job asa data clerk at the Multi-Organ 
Transplant Program at London Health Sciences’ University 
Hospital, Rods interest in immunology was sparked, By 

the time he graduated, DeKoter was certain that he wanted 
to become a scientist. In 1986, DeKoter graduated with a 
Bachelor of Christian Education as part of Redeemer’s third- 
ever graduating class. 


He went on fo earn an honours bachelor of science from 
Western University followed by a PhD, which he completed in 
1996. DeRoter then completed five years of postdoctoral work 
at the Universiry of Chicago before getting his first assistant 
professor position at the University of Cincinnati in 2001, 
where he stayed until 2909, Since then, he has been teaching 
at Western University and, this year, was promoted to hull 
professor. Throughout his years of teaching, Dr. DeRKoter has 
helped to train undergraduate and graduate students and 
credits them with being the drivers behind his research. 


Dr, DeKoter isa strong advocate for Christian education. 

In addition ta being taught from a Christian perspective at 
Redeemer, DeRoter also attended Christian elementary and 
secondary schools. It was through these experiences that Rod 
developed a strong tie between his vocational interests and 
his faith, “My Christian upbringing and education have given 
meaderp sense that God is in charge of the laws that govern 
nature and that be cares deeply for creation.

Historian Dr. Heath W. 
Carter, the 2018 Emerging 
Public Intellectual Award 
winner, specializes in 

the church's role in 
addressing inequality 

in America. 


HISTORIAN DR. HEATH W. CARTER 
is finding the stories of elite white clergy and Latina 
grape pickers, black sharecroppers and women 
settlement house workers in the hundred pears 
between the American Civil War and the Civil Rights 
morerment. klainline, evangelical, Catholic and 
Reformed, these believers are tied tagether by faith 
that led them to struggle against the inequalities of 
their times. 


Through this sweeping work, to be published in his 
forthcoming book On Farth as itis in Heaven: Social 
Christions and the Fight te End American Inequality, Carter 
aims to spark discussion about imequality in academia 
and in contemporary Christian communities. 


Carter, professor of history at Valparaiso University 
and member of the board for the Northwest Indiana 
African American Alliance, isa prolific writer and 
speaker on race relations, class conflict and the role of 
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My prayer is 


the church in social justice. Known for 
his excellence in scholarship and 
teaching, personal winsonbemess and 
mberal seriousmess, Carter has been 
named the winner of the 2018 Emerging 
Public Intellectual Award. 


The $§.000 award, now in its fourth year, 
fosters emerging talent in the Christian 
academy and recognizes excellent 
academic and public work that is making 
an impact for the common good. The 
award, created and run by Redeemer, 

is alse sponsored and adjudicated by 
leading North American think tanks 
Cardus, the Acton Institue, the Center for 
Publie Justice and the Henry Institute, as 
wel] as the Council for Christian Colleges 
& Universities (CCCL), 


“Heath is a stellar young scholar and 
teacher, who has already made a 
significant mark in Chicago's history — its 
labour history and its religious history, 
says noted church historian Dr. Mark Noll, 
one of Carter's nominators for the prize. 
“Heath is a person of strong Christian 
convictions for whom history is amoral as 
well as an intellectual enterprise,” 


Carter ig an expert in social Christianity 
— which he sume as the belief tradinon 
affirming that sin infects not only 
individiials but also systems and 
structures, that salvation is not only 
personal but also societal and that 
therefore participation in the struggle 
for amore just society is, for Christians, 
not so much optional as essential, 
Developing on that concept, he already 
has te his credit an impressive record of 
publications and awards, including four 
books, A Documentary History of Religion 
in America, Turning Points in the Histary of 
American Evangelicalism, The Pew and the 
Picket Line: Christhanity.and the American 
Working Class, amd Union Made: Working 
Peenle and the Rise of Social Christianity 
in Chicaga, 


“Heath has been a rising star in 
American evangelicalism on some 
forgotten — but thanks to people like 


him — not lost treasures of Christian 
social and political thought,” says Dr. 
Robert oustra, director of Redeemer's 
Centre for Christian Scholarship. “He is, 
for that reason, not only an example of 
an outstanding historian but in our time, 
where the foundations of our political 
and economic order seem shaken, a 
timely and generous voice on justice, 
both political and economic.” 


In addition to his academic work, Carter 
is chair of the City of Valparaise’s Human 
Relations Council. Heath and the council 
are seeking solutions for the burgeoning 
housing crisis in Valparaiso. “Housing 
prices have spiked in the last five years, 
even while 41 percent of our neighbours 
qualify as ALICE (asset limited, income 
constrained, employed |." he explains. 
“They are working but not making the 
houselvold survival budget." This past May, 
the Human Relations Council endorsed a 
letter, signed by 30 clergy from across the 
denominational spectrum, petitioning 
their elected leaders to explore solutions 
for affordable housing. 


“During several years in which race 
relations have been unexpectedly fraught 
across the United States, Dr. Carter has 
set an example for all of us,” states Dr. 
Noah Toly who received the inaugural 
Emerging Public Intellectual Award 

im 2015. 


Carter earned his doctorate in United 
States history from the University of 
Notre Dame in 2012 and holds two master 
of arts degrees, one in United States 
history from Notre Dame and the other 
in American Religious History from the 
University of Chicago Divinity School. 


“At the coat of my labwurs lies an abiding 
interest in the gospels implications for 
society, Carter reflects, “My prayer is that 
my work will never be merely ‘academic’ 
but will contribute to the forging of a 
more just world.

DEK. KAREN DIELEMAN has been appointed dean of 
humanities, coming to Redeemer with a great deal of experience in 
Christian higher education. Asa full professor of English, she currently 
holds three academic leadership roles at Trinity Christian College in 
Chicago: chair of the English department, area chair of the humanities 
ana chair of Trinity's personnel committee. 


She shares with Redeemer a Reformed biblical worldview that shapes 

her teaching, scholarship and leadership. “Approached from a Reformed 
worldview.” Dicleman reflects, *the arts and humanities prompt proper 
humility about ourselves, a receptivity to the God-given gifts and wisdom 
of others, a joyful amazement at the wide embrace of God over the 
nvultifaceted human world and the creation of works that respond te 
these condinians.” 


In her work at Trinity, Dieleman has echoed Redeemer's commitment to 
expeTiential learning across campus. Recently, she collaborated to create 
the opportunity for first-year students to learn experientially about the 
city of Chicago. Students toured five ethnic neighbourhoods, visited 
cultural institutions and followed the trip with a written essay detailing 
their learning for a composition course. Some students shared their 
stories with high school students, developing a sense of audience, 


Dieleman also has first-hand experience in curriculum renewal — a 
process that for Redeemer culminated in the 2006 launch of the 
university's new Core curriculum. Over the past two years, Dieleman 
has worked with Trinity on a potential redesign of its foundations 
program. As just one example, she outlined alongside Trinity's English 
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faculty an approach for integrating 
writing instruction inte the proposed 
interdisciplinary core program. 


Prior to her first appointment at Trinity 
in 2008, Dieleman taught part-time in 
Redeemer's English department, leading 
such courses as Expository Writing and 
Victorian Literature. She has further 
roots in Hamilton, havi ng completed 

4 PhD in English, a MA in English and 
an honours BA at McMaster University. 
Dieleman also helds a diploma of 
teaching from Covenant Canadian 
Reformed Teachers College.
